His life, his humble origin, his bril-
liant military career, are-known to
all who would know them. But the
social Pershing is not; the Pershing
personality is mnot; the Pershing
smile is not; they are known to a
limited few.

West Point's hops are, as General
Dawes might say, embalmed in his-
tory. And they have nothing to do
with the Eighteenth Amendment,
pro or con. They are not that kind
of hops.
